It is} 
almost impossible to guard against its 
abtise, and when abused it can have 


the state, It is as impossible to dis- 
criminate between sections as it is 
unjust todo so. Yet to aid’ all is im- 
practicable. It has in every instance 
in Georgia ended in the imposition of 
pecuniary icss upon the state, and 
added to the complications of the state 
government the embarrassment of un 
remunerative property, and the incon- 
venience and expense of attorneysand 
investigating committees.
